Heavy Calls For Details of Officers For 
Varioue Purposes Reduced Xht 
Number lelow the Point of 
Proper Efdoiency. 



Washington, Nov. 29. — The annual 
report; of Secretary of War Taft was 
mad* pnbllo llooday. Tha fpUowlng 
ari aztraeti: 

On the 7th of December, 1903, the 
^ date of the last annual report, the 
army of the United States, according 
to the latest reports which had been 
raealved from th« military depart- 
ments (October 16, 190S). oonalsted of 
8,681 olBeers and 66,600 enltstod men; 
a total of 69,181. In addition there 
were in the service 2,807 men of the 
hospital corps, excluded by the act of 
. March 1, 1887, from classification as 
. part of the enllited force of the army. 
There ward alao in the service 26 on- 
rers and 620 men of the Porto Rico 
regiment, and 99 ufflcers and 4,806 en- 
listed Philippine scouts. 

At the date of the last reports re- 
ceived from the military departments 
(October 16, 1804). the actual strength 
of the regular army was 3,744 ofllpera 
and 56,439 enlisted men. 

Army Offleara Naeded. 

The heavy calls upon the line of the 
army for details of officers the gen- 
eral staff, to military soliools, anil to 
other general military purposes of a 
UMftil kind, reduce the number of offl- 
eara available fOr service with troops 
below the point of proper effleiency. 
It ■would tx' wise, therefore, for con- 
gress to make provision for additional 
offlcers of the line. Provision can 
well be made by an amendment of the 
praaent law by wMeh the detail of line 
officers under the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel to the general staff shall be 
declared to create vacancies in the 
line. This will have the effect of ad- 
ding about 86 offleara to actual serv- 
!«• with troopa whara they are -fu>w 
Tary badly naadad. 

During the past year the troops have 
been principally engaged In the regu- 
lar routine duties in Karrlsons, and 
they have participated in practice 
marehas, encampments and mancu- 
vara. They have not been in action, 
except for' a few encounters with the 
pavage Moros in the Philippines, ren- 
dered necessary by their defiance of 
the law in Mindanao and .lolo. In one 
of these actions a detachment of in- 
fantry was ambushed, resultl^ In the 
loaa of two (HBoers and 18 enlisted 
man out of 89 man engaged 

The Military Peata. 

In the establishment, and develop- 
ment of military posts In the United 
States, to meet, the rf'oninrin'Pts of 
our enlarK»'d army, there has been ex- 
pended during the past year a total 
sum of $10,037,924.88 for construction 
and repair of barraeks, quartan, hos- 
pitals, storehouses and miscellaneous 
buildings, and for improvements on 
military reservations. 

Our present system of seacost de- 
fenses based upon the rejxjrl made by 
the Bndlcott board, January 16, 1886. 
la now eonsidarablr more than half 
completed. Projects for the d^nse 
of 31 localities in the United States 
have been prepared and approved, and 
actual construction under these ap- 
proved projects has so far advanced 
that 86. of the principal harbors now 
have mounted In fortillcatlona and 
ready for use heavy guns and mortars 
sufficient to furnish an effective de- 
fense agalnat any poaalbla naral at- 
tack. 

Blnoe the Inauguration of the pres- 
ent system of coast defense the total 
appropriations made by congress for 

carrying out the work aggregate, in 
lound numbers, 8110,000.000, and.lt is 
estimated that it will take |6B,000;000 
more to complete the Work. 

The Coast Artillery. 
The chief of artillery strongly urges 
that the iftrength of the coast artil- 
lery be iaeraased at least one-half, and 

that the pay of certain enlisted men, 
non-commissioned offlcers, and pri- 
vates who have qualified as gunners, 
ha raised. At present It is difficult to 
kaap companies recruited to tMr ta\l 
strength, tt tak^ nearly thraa jraare 
to train thaia men to a good dagraa of 
proficiency, at the expiration of which 
time the government loses them, as. 
very few re-enlist. 

It is gratifying to be able to report 
that very satisfactory progress haa 
been made toward bringing the organ- 
iced militia of the several states and 
-tanttorlei to a condltton equal to that 



of the reguar army, respecting arma- 
ment and equipment. Offlcers of both 
services have cheerfully and affective- 
ly cooperated In meeting the raqoira- 
ments of the new law, both In letter 
and in spirit, and their combined ef- 
forts to bring the militia up to the 
high standard of the army in disci- 
pline and Instruction ara maatlag with 
excellent resttlta.

ALMOST A TRAGEDY IN COURT. 



Preacher Attempted to Shoot a Judge 
of the Superior Court. 



San Francisco, Nov. 29. — Rev. Isaac 
Selby, of Australia, plaintiff in a di- 
vorce suit, shot at Superior Judge ileb- 
bard Monday while the latter was on 

the bench. The bullet ramo within an 
inch of the Judge's head and lodged in 
the back of his chair. Selby was at 
once removed to the city prison and 
chaigad wflh attampt to oomaalt mur- 
der. 

Selby recently was sued for divorce. 
He conducted his own defense, but 
was unsuccessful, a decree against 
him being granted. Judge Hebbard, 
who issued the dqcree, waa trying a 
case Monday what Balby arose from 
a seat In the courtroom and fired point 
blank at the Judge, who, hearing the 
bullet whistle past his ear, rushed 
from the bench and grappled with his 
assailant, preventing him from firing 
another shot 

Before being taken to hla'eall Selby 
said: "I alMt at Judga Habbard be- 
cause that Mams the only way for a 
man to get juatlce in this country. 
My only regret is that I seem to have 
bungled matters considerably. My in- 
tention was to kill him, but I was a 
trifle nervoiu."

SEISE SUNS FU6ED IN POSITION. 



Ill the Midst of the Eneragfenient a 
Blinding Snow Storm Caused a 
buspension of Hostilities. 



When Weather Cleared In the After 
noon a Turning Movement Against 
the Right Flank of the Rue- 
ali)na Was Obaerved. 

With the Russian Forces at Shen- 
klng, Nov. 28. — ^The attack by the Jap- 
anese upon Oen. RennenkampfTs first 
position on November 24 resulted in 
three days' fighting at Tsinkhetchen, 
near Da Pass. ITiough the Japanese 
have been repulsed, the fighting still 
continues. The Japaneae have suc- 
ceeded in placing several big siege 
gnni In poaltion, with w^ch they will 
be able to aerloaily hamper the Rua- 
slans. 

The latest estimate of the disposi- 
tion of the Japanese forces is as fol- 
lows: One brigade of infftntry and 
five regiments of cavalry, with a sec- 
ond line of one brigade between Ban- 
dioza and the Rvm river; two divis- 
ions of infantry between Bandioza and 
Llnshinpu; one division between Lln- 
shinpu and Liadiaouza; one division 
between Liadiaouta and Chinsandisa; 
one division between Chinsandiza and 
Kosangau; one brigade between Ko- 
sangau and Sunniuga, with a second 
line consisting of one brigade and two 
divisions; one division at Repnpu/.a; 
one brigade occupying the country 
southweat of Bepupuia as far as Chin 
gisl, with one bri^ule of infantry and 
one of cavalry in the second line. Be 
hind the main army are one brigade 
of Infantry stationed at Liao Yang, 
one at Yental and one at Tsinkhetch 
en. 

checked Sy Artillery Pire. 

St. Petershurg. Nov. 29,— Gen. Sak- 
haroff Monday telegraphs as follows: 
"The Japanese attack on Tsinkhetch- 
en was checked by our artillery fire, 
and the flatting eeaaed at 6 o'clock in 
the evening of November 27. At no 
point did the enemy advance nearer 
than within 600 paces of our positions. 
In the midst of the battle a blinding 
snow storm caused a suspension of 
hostilities, and when the weather 
cleared at 8 o'clock in the afternoon a 
turning movement against our right 
flank was observed" * 

Japs to Take the Offensive. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 29.— Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin reports that there has been 
active skirmishing on the left flank 
for three days. The opinion Is now 
expressed by the general staff that 
the Japanese Intend taking the offen- 
sive as they can not afford to wait 
till the Russians are further reinforc- 
ed. It is held that the fighting to the 
eastward is doubtless with the pur- 
pose of feeling out the Russian posi- 
tions preparatory tf) an advance In 
that direction; but as there are about 
7,000 Russian troops southwest of 
Sintsintin, any Japaneke move from 
this quarter would entail serious fight- 
ing. At the same time correspondents 
at the front continue to scout the idea 
of serious fighting being imminent 

Soelallata Will Publish a Paper. 

Chicago, Nov. 29. — Encouraged by 
the large vote cast by the socialist 
party at the presidential olectlfm, the 
Chicago members have decided to 
start a dally newspaper. Publication 
will begin, it la announced, as soon 
aa 86,000 aubscribers hate been found.

:t la Beginning to Decrease the Milk 
Supply in Louisville. 

Ix)ul8ville. Ky., Nov. 29, — The 
Irought In Kentucky is lieginning to 
lecrease the milk supply in Louisville. 
Several dairies have put their cus- 
:omers on a half allowance, and con- 
fectioners are unable to secure enough 
)f the Muid for use In making certain 
jinds of candies. A number of distil' 
leries have suspended operations until 
rain fails. In a number of small places 
:he citizens are bujing water, and 
farmers are compelled In many in- 
jtances to drive stock several miles to 
ivater. 

For more than a month the Southern 
railway has been hauling water to its 
BhelbyviUe tanks, and for the past 
three weeks It has been hauling ten 
?ar loads of water a day. Freight en- 
gines running between I-awrenceburg 
find Lexington and Lawrenceburg and 
Burgin, are carrying double water 
tanks. All the freight engines In the 
Chesapeake it Ohio railroad have 
been carrying two tanks for several 
weeka. |

WERE FINED FOR ILLEGAL FISHING 



Were Also Charged With Having II- 
lepally Cauffht Fish in Their Poses- 
siou aud Fisbiug on Sunday. 



Ths PInoe Will Be Paid and the ln> 

tire Matter Disposed of With- 
out Involving Any Interna- . 
Queatien. 



Eastport, Me., Nov. 29.— Ten Ameri- 
can fishing craft. Including eight sail- 
ing vessels and two steamboats, have 
been seized by the Canadian fisheries 
protective cruiser Curlew and fined for 
illegal fishing In the Canadian waters 
of a tributary of Passamaquoddy bay, 
near St. George, N. B. The fishing 
craft were seized near .St George Sun- 
day night, though an announcement at 
this proceedure was not made until 
Monday. Three specific charges wer^ 
preferred against the vessels: Tliat 
they had fished on Sunday; that they 
had illegally caught fish in thetr pos- 
session and that they had ^;eined ille- 
gally in Canadian waters. For the 
first two offenses each l)oal was fined 
8100 and for the last 8200. In addi- 
tion to this all seins and fish were 
confiscated. 

It is understood that the fines will 
lie puid and that the entire matter will 
lie disposed of without Involving any 
International question. The aggregate 
value of the craft is placed at about 
ft0.o6o. The selsure is the most ex- 
tensive that has been made by a Ca- 
nadian cruiser for many years. 
Will Net Be Made An Issue. 

Washington, Nor. !».— Taking their 
cue from the statements contained in 

the Eastport dispatch, state depart- 
ment officials are not expecting the 
seizure of the American fishing ves- 
sels to be made an issue between the 
governments of Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. So far nothing has been 
heard about the matter except the un- 
official Information contained in the 
press dispatch, whi< li Indicates an am- 
icable disposition of the matter. In 
the present instance the question of 
extra territoriality appears not to have 
been raised and the vessels were not 
confiscated which has happened in the 
case of seizures heretofore made, ei- 
ther <if these featun!s usually being 
sufficient to make the setilement of 
the controversy a matter of diplomatic 
negotlatkma^

The primary is designated as the 
moat corrupt and filthy that has been 
held in UarrisoQ. Whether this oon« 
demnation ia wholly deaerved or not we 
cannot say. The memory of men is short- 
lived' in allaira of such nature. It ia pos- 
sible that each snocaeding election where 
flflitain voten are controlled by nndne 
Inflnencea aeams the worst, and this 
year's primary mayappearunusually bad 
through absence of an immediate standard 
for comparison. Still, in all. conaeienee, 
it was disgraceful enough. 

Candidates tbemselvee are not to 1>eBo 
severely censured as is the state of morale 
—a corrupt ami vicious public sentiment 
that comlonep, forget o or excuses disrepu- 
table practices throiiKb anzlaty for the 
succees of party favorites. 

The Democrat has often questioned the 
sincerity and honesty of men who seem 
to bold that politico is but«a legitimate 
license tor the buyini; and eellin); of votes, 
for forgery and theft, for unbridled de- 
bauchery, and who at the same time be- 
lieve that actions of a similar nature in 
bosinesB or private life are to be con- 
demned, estopped and punished as the 
law decrees.
